Devotionals  remain 
in  Marriott  Center 


PRESIDENT  Dallin  Oaks  reaffirmed 
Friday  devotional  assemblies  will 
continue  to  be  scheduled  in  the  Marriott 
Center. 

The  General  Authorities  of  the  Church 
will  provide  the  speakers,  as  in  the  past, 
according  to  President  Oaks,  But  because 
of  the  new  policy  of  one  devotional  every 
two  weeks,  speakers  will  be  generally 
chosen  from  the  BYU  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board,  during  an  examination  of 
religious  instruction  at  BYU,  concluded 
the  devotional  assembly  should  be  given 
without  credit  for  graduation,  and  the 
assembly  would  be  bi-weekly. 

“I  think,”  said  Oaks,  “that  we  will 
improve  our  devotional  attendance 
without  giving  credit.” 

Oaks  said  he  has  sent  a personal 
memorandum  to  all  deans  and 
department  head,  encouraging  them  to 
support  the  new  assembly  policies  and  to 
attend  all  devotionals. 

It  has  been  reported  by  members  of 
the  religion  faculty  who  have  classes  in 
the  Joseph  Smith  Bldg,  immediately 
following  the  devotionals  they  have  no 
difficutly  starting  classes  on  time  with  the 
assemblies  in  the  Marriott  Center, 
according  to  Oaks. 

“I  don’t  think  it’s  further  for  the  more 
part  of  the  campus  than  the  old 
location,”  said  Oaks.  “It’s  just  a matter  of 
getting  used  to  a new  place  and  a new 
direction.” 

“Because  the  Marriott  Center  will 
accommodate  the  entire  university 
community  and  because  it  is  desirable  to 
encourage  all  to  be  in  personal 
attendance,  there  will  be  no  live  TV  or 
closed-circuit  TV  at  any  other  locations 
on  campus,”  he  added. 


“We  will  not  have  block  seating  for 
devotional'  or  forum  assemblies,” 
continued  Oaks.  “However,  if  individual 
BYU  branches  or  other  units  desire  to  sit 
together  at  the  assemblies,  they  can  select 
a location  to  do  this  on  an  elective  basis 
but  only  in  areas  that  are  not  prime  or 
highly,  desired  areas.”

Students  and  others  affected  by  the 
suit  challenging  Utah’s  durational 
residency  requirements  will  be  able  to 
vote  in  Tuesday’s  primary  election. 

Instructions  went  out  to  Utah’s  county 
clerks,  registration  agents  and  election 
judges  last  week  to  allow  voters  not 
meeting  Utah’s  present  six-month  state, 
60-day  county  durational  law  to  be 
placed  on  the  vote  rolls  pending 
settlement  of  the  suit  by  a three-judge 
federal  panel  now  meeting  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Vernon  Carr,  election  consultant  to  all 
of  Utah’s  counties,  issued  the 
instructions,  which  are  not  binding  by 
law  on  election  officials,  according  Utah 
Attorney  General  Vernon  B.  Romney. 

Utah  county  Clerk  William  F.  Huish 
indicated  to  the  Universe , however,  he 
would  follow  the  Carr  instructions  and 
allow  more  than  20  students  and  others 
placed  jn  a “hold”  file  awaiting  decision 
of  the  suit  to  be  placed  on  the  official 
voter  rolls. 

Special  instructions  from  Huish  to 
Utah  County  election  judges  and 
registration  agents  were  issued  Sept.  7. 


Voters  in  the  “hold”  file  fall  into  two 
categories:  those  not  meeting  the 
durational  requirement,  and  those  not 
able  to  prove  Utah  residency  by  means  of 
documents  such  as  a driver’s  license,  auto 
registration,  etc. 

Huish  said  all  applications  in  both 
categories-  those  in  the  second  group  are 
not  directly  affected  by  the  suit-would 
be  processed  and  placed  on  the  rolls. 

Paradixically  enough,  however,  voters 
attempting  to  register  after  the  primaries 
and  not  able  to  prove  Utah  residency  by 
producing  driver’s  license,  etc.,  will  not 
be  enrolled,  said  Huish,  unless  the 
three-judge  panel  should  step  outside  the 
durational  question  now  before  it  to  give 
guidelines  on  the  proof-of-residency  issue. 

Huish  conceded  this  situation  was 
“inequitable,”  but  maintained  the 
inequity  was  caused  by  the  Utah  election 
law  and  that  his  office  could  only  enforce 
the  law  as  presently  written. 

“I  feel  that  the  legislature  will  take  a 
strong  look  at  all  election  laws,”  said 
Huish,  referring  to  the  next  legislative 
session  in  January. 


Addressing  the  Priesthood  session  of 
April  conference,  Elder  Dunn  spoke  to 
the  theme  of  how  the  gospel  can  help 
young  priesthood  bearers  overcome 
discouragement  and  succeed. 

“I  think  if  1 could  give  a whole  sermon 
in  just  six  words  it  would  be  these: 
Socrates  said  many  years  ago,  ‘Know 
thyself,’  Cicero  said,  ‘Control  thyself,’ 
and  the  Savior  said  ‘Give  thyself.’  ” 

“To  know  thyself  is  to  come  to  know 
that  you  and  I as  priesthood  bearers  are 
literally  the  offspring  of  Deity,”  he  said. 
“That  means,  if  I understand  the  gospel 
correctly,  that  there  isn't  one  single 
failure  among  us,”  he  added. 

Using  pitcher  Bob  Feller  as  an 
example,  Elder  Dunn  showed  how  it  is 
one  thing  to  be  born  with  ability  to 
succeed  and  another  thing  to  harness  it 
and  control  the  ability. 

Feller,  at  16-years-old,  threw  the  ball 
105  miles  per  hour,  but  it  wasn’t  until 
one  of  his  coaches  told  him  to  take  a 
little  speed  off  the  ball  and  put  the  ball 
where  it  belongs,  before  he  began  to 
succeed  as  a pitcher. 

“This  is  the  purpose  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  to  control  that  which  we 
have  been  born  with,”  said  Elder  Dunn. 

He  added,  “The  Savior  said,  ‘Take  all 
that  1 have  given  you,  harness  it, 
discipline  it,  and  then  give  it  to  the 
world.”

Local  headquarters  of  the 
Democratic  Party  opened 
Saturday  on  a cautiously 
optimistic  note  with  an  informal 
meeting  of  candidates  and 
workers. 

On  hand  were  several  volunteer 
BYU  students  and  graduates  who 
dispensed  cookies,  punch  and 
comments. 

Stephen  Barker,  a 1971  BYU 
graduate  in  history  from  Ogden, 
commented  on  the'  drive  to 
register  new  voters  in  Utah 
County,  Estimating  that  100-120 
eligible  voters  could  be  registered 
in  each  of  Utah  County’s  153 
voting  districts,  Barker  expected 
“over  50  per  cent  and  maybe  65 
per  cent  to  vote  Democratic.” 

BARKER  FELT  as  far  as  local 
and  state  candidates  were 
concerned  Utah  would  go 
Democrat.  As  for  the  national 
ticket  of  McGovern-Shriver, 
“hopefully  we  can  break  even  on 
McGovern,”  he  said.  “It’s  possible 
■McGovern  could  carry  Utah,  but 
not  probable,”  Barker  conceded. 

Mary  Gordon,  a senior  in 
English  from  Detroit,  Michigan, 
and  Richard  Jung,  a freshman  in 
music  education  from  Boise, 
Idaho,  reflected  the  more 
enthusiastic  attitudes  of  new 
voters  and  workers. 

Jung  expressed  confidence  in 
McGovern,  “I  have  belief  that  he 
will  win  (in  November)”  and 
described  the  South  Dakota 
senator  as  “representing  the  ideals 
of  the  youth  of  America.” 

A BYU  GRADUATE  was  also 
numbered  among  the 


approximately  20  candidates 
circulating  at  the  opening.  Jim 
Ferguson,  a 1969  BYU  graduate 
in  psychology,  pressed  his 
campaign  £or  Utah  House 
representative  from  district  36, 
which  includes  northwest  Provo 
and  south  Orem. 

Although  Democratic  at  the 
local  level,  Ferguson,  describing 
himself  as  a “moderate,”  didn’t 
know  who  he  would  vote  for  in 
November  on  a national  level.”  “I 
don’t  support  McGovern  openly, 
but  I am  not  necessarily  against 
him,”  Ferguson  said.  “I  will  make 
my  decision  when  I go  into  the 
ballot  box,"’  he  added. 

HIS  ATTITUDE  was  shared  by 
veteran  Utah  County  legislator 
Ernest  Dean,  who  has  8 years  in 
the  Utah  House  and  6 years  in  the 
Utah  Senate.  Pointing  t'o  the 
increase  in  Democratic  Utah 
County  legislators  from  6 years 
ago,  when  he  was  the  only  one,  to 
2 years  ago  when  six  were  elected, 
Senator  Dean  predicted  “We  will 
probably  go  even  greater”  this 
year  on  the  local  level. 

“I  am  not  going  to  oppose 
McGovern,”  Senator  Dean 
continued,  but  he  planned  to 
campaign  for  local  candidates  and 
“for  myself.”  He  felt  that  Utah 
would  probably  go  Republican  on 
a national  basis. 

Chuck  Nabors,  chairman  of  the 
Utah  Citizens  for  McGovern, 
found  the  attitudes  of  Dean  and 
Ferguson  “typical.” 

“It  is  not  unusual  for  -a 
candidate  to  take  care  of  his  own 
problems  . . . You  don’t  go  out 
and  run  somebody  else’s 
campaign,”  he  commented. 


HOWEVER,  UTAH  Citizens 
for  McGovern  is  “going  to  support 
every  Democratic  candidate 
running,”  Nabors  said.

graduate  of  BYU  and  a member  of 
Time  magazine’s  Washington 
Bureau.  « 

Huff,  a native  of  Draper,  Utah 
and  a former  LDS  missionary, 
visited  the  BYU  campus  Friday 
and  told  journalism  students  of 
his  experience  as  a correspondent 
for  Associated  Press  and  for  Time 
in  places  as  far-flung  as  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  Boise,  Idaho  and 
Washington  DC. 

In  Washington,  Huff’s 
responsibilities  include  coverage 
of  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  and  the  Federal 
Power  Commission,  as  well  as  his 
general  assignment  work. 

He  has  worked  on  such  stories 
for  Time  as  the  recent  cover  story 
on  Jack  Anderson,  and  a story  last 
year  which  touched  on  Utah 
families  practicing  polygamy, 
espite  the  LDS  Church  ban  on  it. 

In  an  interview  with  the  Daily 
Universe,  Huff  covered  subjects 
ranging  from  the  Watergate 
“bugging”  affair,  to  Ralph  Nader, 
to  the  role  of  Mormons  in 
Washington. 

“Let’s  face  it.  There  really  is  a 
‘Mormon  Mafia’  in  both  the  FBI 
and  the  CIA,”  he  said.  “They’re 
subtle,”  he  explained.  “You  tell 
them  you’re  working  on  a story 
on  such  and  such  a subject  and 
you  tell  them  some  of  your  facts 
and  they  may  just  give  you  a nod 
as  if  to  say,  ‘Go  ahead.  You’ve  got 
something  there.’  ” 

Of  the  Watergate  incident,  Huff 
feels,  “it  won’t  touch  the 
President.  He  will  have  to  accept 
the  responsibility  that  some  of  his 
people  did  it,”  but  the 


responsibility  will  not  fall  on 
Nixon  personally. 

He  acknowledge  that  many 
people  in  Washington,  including 
administration  Republicans,  felt 
that  John  Mitchell  had  become  an 
‘‘embarrassment”  to  the 
Committee  to  Re-elect  the 
President  because  of  the  incident. 
“Mitchell  had  to  be  gotten  out  of 
the  way,”  Huff  said,  and  “Martha 
was  used  as  an  excuse,”  according 
to  many  Washington-based 
journalists  and  a White  House, 
source  Huff  left  unnamed. 

Admitting  that  “It’s  hard  to  be 
a Mormon  and  do  an  objective 
story  on  the  Mormon  Church,” 
Huff  said  there  were  few  stories 
Time  or  the  Associated  Press 
covered  on  the  Church  beyond 
General  Conference.

‘‘I  covered  General 
Conference,”  he  told  the  Daily 
Universe  interviewers  humorously, 
“because  other  correspondents 
couldn’t  quite  sit  through  it.”

Oaks  urges  students  to  register,  vote 


BYU  NEWS  BUREAU  - In  a 
^statement  released  over  the 
weekend,  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks 
urged  all'students  who  are  eligible 
r to  register  and  vote  in  the 
forthcoming  election. 

Noting  that  many  students  have 
been  enfranchised  to  vote  for  the 
[first  time,  President  Oaks  urged 
the  students  to  “prepare  to  vote 
by  registering  in  the  appropriate 
legislative  district,  whether  here  at 
school  or  at  their  home  areas.” 

He  stated,  “Each  person  who  is 
not  eligible  to  vote  in  this  state 
should  be  aware  of  his  or  her 


home  state’s  regulations  regarding 
absentee  ballots  in  order  to  vote 
by  this  manner.” 

He  reminded  students  the 
studentbody  president’s  office  has 
established  a voter  information 
service  on  the  4th  floor  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  and  urged  all 
students  with  questions  to  take 
advantage  of  the  service. 

He  called  attention  of  the 
students  to  the  recent  statement 
of  the  First  Presidency  of  The 
Church: 

“We  urge  all  church  members 
who  are  citizens  to  study  carefully 


the  choices  before  them.  We 
earnestly  encourage  all  to  become 
actively  involved  on  behalf  of 
those  candidates  and  issues  which 
they  sincerely  think  will  best 
‘secure-  the  blessings  of  liberty  to 
ourselves  and  our  posterity,’ 
bearing  in  mind  the  revealed  word 
of  the  Lord:  . . When  the 

wicked  rule,  the  people  mourn. 
Wherefore,  honest  men  and  wise 
men  should  be  sought  for 
diligently,  and  good  men  and  wise 
men  ye  should  observe  to 
uphold.’  ”

Returned  missionaries  from  South  Africa  Mission  are  invited  to 
take  a placement  test  in  Afrikaans  Wednesday  at  7 p.m.  in  330 
MCKB. 

Afrikaans,  is  one  of  the  two  official  languages  of  South  Africa; 
the  other  is  English. 

Afrikaans  is  spoken  by  approximately  60  per  cent  of  South 
Africa’s  white  population,  and  by  nearly  90  per  cent  of  the 
blacks.  It  is  the  youngest  language  in  the  world,  being  formally 
recognized  as  a language  in  1920.  Originally,  it  was  a dialect  of 
Dutch. 

The  Church  is  over  a century  old  in  South  Africa,  having  sent 
missionaries  there  for  the  first  time  in  1853.  “Although  the 
number  of  missionaries  we  can  send  there  is  limited,”  reports 
C.D.  Roode,  an  instructor  in  the  Afrikaans  Language  Training 
Mission,  “the  work  has  been  progressing  quite  well.” 

BYU  is  the  first  University  to  recognize  Afrikaans  and  to  teach 
it  as  a foreign  language.

A year  later: Attica  quiet,  changed\ 


I SAIGON  (AP)  - Whatever  gains 
| Communist-led  forces  make 
( elsewhere  in  South  Vietnam,  they 
i are  now  incapable  of  anything 
beyond  “making  noise”  with 
1 small-scale  attacks  in  the  Saigon 
I region,  the  general  entrusted  with 
| defense  of  the  capital  said 
I recently. 

Lt.  Gen.  Nguyen  Van  Minh, 
who  commands  the  3rd  military 
region  that  includes  Saigon  and  1 1 
surrounding  provinces,  predicted  a 
wave  of  shellings,  sapper  attacks, 
terrorism  and  sabotage  in  the 
weeks  prior  to  the  U.S. 
presidential  election. 

BUT  he  said  the  North 
Vietnamese  main  forces  were 
seriously  depleted  by  five  months 
of  battle  and  “there  is  no  danger 
that  the  enemy  can  seize  anything 
in  the  3rd  military  region  for 
more  than  24  or  48  hours.” 

| The  general’s  optimistic 
assessment,  given  in  an  interview 
at  his  Bien  Hoa  headquarters  15 
■ miles  outside  Saigon,  is  at  variance 
with  the  views  of  some  senior 
officers  in  the  U.S.  military 
command. 

While  agreeing  with  Minh’s  view 
there  is  no  immediate  major 
threat  to  Saigon,  these  officers  are 
worried  about  a new  enemy 
buildup,  particularly  among  local 
Viet  Cong  guerilla  units. 

MORE  important,  they  are 
concerned  the  Communist-led 


forces  have  regained  control  over 
a wide  swath  of  South  Vietnamese 
territory  along  the  entire  200 
miles  of  Cambodian  frontier 
bordering  the  3rd  region,  an  area 
from  which  they  were  driven  by 
combined  U.S.  and  South 
Vietnamese  forces  in  1970,  and  in 
the  vast  jungled  area  called  War 
Zone  D,  north-east  of  SaigOn. 

Gen.  Minh  said  his  forces 
include  some  50,000  regulars  and 
about  100,000  militia  troops. 

The  Saigon  command  reported 
its  troops  had  abandoned  the 
town  of  Tien  Phuoc,  south  of  Da 
Nang,  but  an  American  general 
near  the  battlefront  said  that  was 
incorrect,  that  South  Vietnamese 
troops  still  held  “most  of  the 
town,”  and  counterattacked. 


REPORTING  from  outside  Tien 
Phuoc,  AP  correspondent  Dennis 
Neeld  said  tank-led  assaults  by  the 
North  Vietnamese  had  isolated  up 
to  40,000  civilian  inhabitants  of 
the  valley  south  of  Da  Nang,  as 
street  battles  raged  in  the  town. 

'In  Laos,  elements  of 
U.S. -supported  Laotian  irregular 
forces  were  forced  to  withdraw 
from  their  positions  under  heavy 
fire  last  Tuesday,  abandoning  an 
offensive  operation  against  the 
North  Vietnamese-held  Plain  of 
Jars,  103  miles  north  of  Vietiane, 
informed  sources  reported. 


ATTICA,  N.Y.  (AP)  - Just  over 
a year  ago,  Lt.  Richard  Delaney 
went  into  Attica  Correctional 
Facility’s  (A)  block  yard  to  break 
up  what  he  thought  was  a scuffle 
between  two  inmates,  and  one  of 
the  two  swung  at  him. 

The  next  morning  gallery-mates 
of  the  two  convicts  threw  the  first 
fists  in  an  uprising  which  lasted 
for  97  hours. 

By  the  time  the  revolt  was 
quelled  by  a State  Police  assault 
on  Sept.  13,  43  men-32  inmates 
and  1 1 prison  employes-were 
dead  or  dying.  One  of  the 


employes  was  injured  fatally  in 
the  Sept.  9 rioting,  the  others 
were  hostages  of  the  rebel  felons. 

Today  at  Attica,  a.  convict 
population  half  the  size  of  last 
fall’s  and  sporting  new  green  work 
uniforms  — watched  over  by  a 
beefed-up  and  integrated  guard 
force  in  new  blue  blazers-is 
scheduled  for  a routine  day,  their 
new  warden  said. 

Memorial  services  and  other 
activities  related  to  the  first 
anniversary  of  America’s  bloodiest 
prison  rebellion  are  being 


confined  mainly  to  Wednesday  by 
prisoners,  widows  and  friends  of 
the  employe  casualties  and  groups 
which  have  accused  state  officials 
of  ordering  a massacre  after  three 
days  of  negotiations  failed. 

No  trouble  is  expected  inside 
the  prison,  says  Supt.  Ernest  L. 
Montanye,  who  took  over  as 
warden  this  spring. 

Memorial  services  are  planned  at 
village  churches  Wednesday  for 
the  slaiipemployes,  most  of  them 
guards.

MANY , critics  contend  that  it 
will  take  an  expert  to  tutor  the 
UTEP  team  to  a title.  A look  at 
1 965  revealed  Dobbs  faced  a 
similar  situation  as  this  year-with 
many  new  faces  at  camp.  He  went 
8-3  that  season. 

In  addition  to  the  overhaul  of 
the  roster  this  year,  the  UTEP 
coaching  staff  is  virtually  brand 
new.  Dobbs  has  brought  in  four 
new  assistant  coaches,  including 
two  former  head  coaches;  Tom 
Hudspeth,  who  left  BYU  last 
season  for  the  El  Paso  sun,  and 
Y.C.  Nease,  who  used  to  be  at  the 
University  of  Idaho. 

Hudspeth  will  command  the 
offense  as  its  coordinator,  leaving 
Dobbs  to  concentrate  on  the  team 
as  a whole. 

The  mavericks  for  the  Flying 
Miners  will  be  led  by  a senior 
quarterback  veteran,  Gary 
Keithley,  a 6-3,  203  pounder  from 
Alvin,  Texas.  Keithley  boasts 
probably  the  best  experience  in 
the  signal-calling  position  in  the 
conference  this  year.  Hudspeth 
gives  him  a good  chance  to  make 
it  with  the  pros.

Spending  the  addict’s  income 


SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  - 
i) Bluntly,  the  clinic  counsellor  hurls 
. ithe  question  at  the  young  heroin 
I addict. 

| “How  many  Cadillacs  do  you 
Ithink  you  have  in  your  arm?” 

He  intends  a shock  effect,  to 
ereinforce  one  of  the  motivations 
llithat  pulls  many  addicts  to  the 
;i  iclinic  — the  desire  to  shed  the 
[.  anxiety  and  sweat  of  having  to 
n ;earn  or  steal  or  somehow  raise  the 
mi  huge  income  to  pay  for  their 
inhabit. 

And  the  counsellor  can  spell 
i out  what  the  average  addict,  here 
jrin  the  San  Francisco  area  at  least, 
b icould  get  instead  for  the  dollars 
ihe  shoots  into  his  arm  each  year: 

A new  porsche  Model  914 
l [sports  car  ...  1 2 months  rent  on  a 
piluxury  apartment  on  Twin 
j ’Peaks  . . .'all  expenses  of  a 
j three-week  vacation  in  the 
! Mediterranean  ...  a complete 
; stereo  set  — Marantz  amplifier, 


A.R.  turn-table,  Bose 
speakers  . . .100  long-playing 
records  ...  a complete  wardrobe 
including  formal  clothes  and 
sportswear  . . . 

It  all  totals  more  than  $16,000 
a year,  roughly  $50  a day. 

The  scene  is  the  Haight-Ashbury 
Free  Medical  Clinic,  the  first  in 
the  nation,  which  is  not  only 
treating  addicts  but  is  pioneering 
research  to  depict  the  profile  of 
hard-drug  addicts,  who  they  are, 
where  they  come  from,  what  they 
say  a “fix”  does  for  them,  and 
what  probably  finally  happens  to 
junkies  over  the  years. 

Haight-Ashbury  is  also  the  first 
free  or  street  clinic  to  receive 
federal  funds  to  operate  a drug 
treatment  project,  to.  the  tune  of 
$366,000  the  first  year  from  the 
National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health,  with  the  clinic  required  to 
add  10  percent  more. 

“We  can  reach  these  people,” 


says  Dr.  George  R.  Gay,  director 
of  the  Drug  Detoxification, 
Rehabilitation  and  After  Care 
Project,  as  it  is  formally  known  at 
the  clinic’s  totally  informal 
operations  in  a fe'w  old,  rambling 
but  highly  accessible  buildings 
near  the  intersection  of  Haight 
and  Ashbury  Streets  in  the 
western  part  of  San  Francisco.  Dr. 
Gay,  41,  a former  pediatric 
anesthesiologist,  is  also  associate 
director  of  the  Haight  clinic 
started  by  Dr.  Davi'd  E.  Smith. 


“WE  SEE  about  100  kids  a day. 
most  of  them  hooked  on  heroin, 
but  1 5 percent  or  more  are  taking 
multiple  drugs,  cocaine  or 
barbiturates  in  addition  to  their 
smack,”  says  Dr.  Gay,  an  amiable 
bearded  man  who  dresses  in 
“hippie”  style,  beads  cap  and  all, 
the  better  to  establish  easy 
communication  with  his  young 
clientele. 

“We  have  real  access  to  these 


people.  If  they’re  not  ready  really 
to  try  treatment,  we  say,  ‘Okay, 
there’s  our  soup  kitchen.  Come 
back  when  you’re  ready.’  They 
come  because  friends  tell  them 
they  can  expect  sympathetic, 
non-judgemental  aid,  no  lectures.” 

About  three-quarters  are  white, 
14  percent  black,  eight  percent 
Mexican-American.  Three-quarters 
are  male,  but  the  percentage  of 
females  has  been  rising  lately.  So 
has  the  proportion  of  middle-class 
junkies,  and  even  more  the 
percentage  of  “blue-collar”  boys 
and  girls.  And  a wave  of  new  G.I. 
junkies  is  appearing,  too. 

THE  AVERAGE  age  is  23.3 
years.  Most  become  hooked 
between  ages  15  and  25,  with  a 
peak  now  in  this  area  at  20,  says 
Dr.  John  Newmeyer,  a young  and 
enthusiastic  social  psychologist 
out  of  Harvard  whose 
epidemiological  studies  are 
contributing  to  understanding 


how  the  addict  behaves,  and  why, 
and  how  he  got  started  in  the  first 
place. 

The  vast  majority  got  turned  on 
from  the  influence  of  friends, 
mostly  same-age  friends,  Dr. 
Newmeyer  finds,  with  only  small 
numbers  brought  in  directly  by 
dealers  in  drugs. 

Dr.  Newmeyer  and  Roger  Corn 
asked  270  heroin  abusers  what 
they  usually  did  while  “high.” 
About  half  said  they  felt 
“mellow,”  relaxed,  tranquil,  or 
peaceably  “on  the  nod.”  Fourteen 
per  cent  said  they  behaved  just 
about  the  way  they  usually  do; 
three  per  cent  said  they  were 
basically  sociable  and  talkative, 
and  an  equal  number  said  they 
became  active  or  energetic.  Of  the 
rest,  85  gave  such  answers  as 
itchy,  hungry,  sexy,  going  on  a 
self-destroying  trip,  cool, 
nonaggressive , bitchy,  happy, 
grouchy,  clumsy,  smooth, 
nauseous,  giggly,  uptight.

freedom,  health,  beauty,  youth 
and  happiness:  It  may  appear  in 
dreams,  and  even  in 
pyschoanalysis  . . and  it  even 


appears  in  the  Pardoe  Theatre. 

The  Department  of  Drama  last 
Friday  opened  its  1972-73  season 
with  a wonderfully  wacky  piece 
of  incongruity  entitled  “Do  Not 
Fold,  Spindle  or  Mutilate.”  It’s 
worth  the  seeing. 

Adapting  from  a television  play 
by  John  D.  F.  Black,  director  Ivan 
Crosland  has  worked  a serving  of 
foolishness,  a trace  of  suspense 
and  a pinch  of  farce  into  a very 
funny  play. 

It  is  basically  the  story  of  four 
little  old  ladies  from  Pasadena 
( sans  tennis  shoes)  who  turn  their 
questionable  talents  to  creating  an 
imaginary  blonde  “swinger”  for  a 
computer  dating  service. 
Unfortunately,  their  “honey” 
draws  a rather  strange  fly,  and 
before  the  evening  is  over,  murder 
and  slapstick  have  shared  their 
moments  on  the  Pardoe  stage. 

The  multiple  setting 
handsomely  utilizes  the 
sometimes  cavernous  qualities  of 
the  Pardoe  stage.  The  problem  lies 
in  the  fact  the  stage,  in  this 
instance,  simply  does  not  have  the 
fluidity  of  TV  and  therefore, 
scene  c'hanges  are  sometimes 
awkward. 

As  for  the  acting,  it  ranged  from 
superb  to  adequate.  Marie 
Peterson,  as  Sophie  Tate  Curtis, 
was  sheer  perfection.  She  brought 
to  life  a clearly  defined  and 
delightful  character,  that  was 
sustained  with  a flair  and  aplomb 
seldom  seen  on  college  stages. 

The  others  of  the  “unholy 
four”  while  not  superb,  were 
certainly  above  average.  Jill 
Robinson  as  Evelyn  Tryon  was 
charming  and  sufficiently  subdued 
by  her  more  effusive  sister, 
Sophie.  However,  Jill  lacked 
projection  and,  coupled  with  an 
ineffective  make-up,  failed  to 
carry  the  maturity  of  the 
character. 

Liz  Castleton  as  Elizabeth 
Bigson  missed  some  fine  moments 
in  business  and  lines;  whether  it 
was  nervousness  or  inexperience 
or  both,  is  difficult  to  say,  but  she 
too,  lacked  maturity.
